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Voters’ Petition for Referendum 
Slows Parkside Annexation

An exultant Sylvia Lewis pre- 
sented petitions with 3,500 
names, calling for a referendum 
on the decision to annex 
Parkside, to the mayor and 
councilmembers at the November 
9 regular meeting of the 
Greenbelt City Council. Lewis 
held up the stack of petitions 
with the number of names far 
exceeding the approximately 
1900 needed to put this issue on 
the ballot. Council had voted 
last month to annex the Parkside 
area with its 30-some homes in a 
move initiated by a request by 
Parkside residents. 

Some current Greenbelt resi- 
dents approved this action, but 
many others did not. The latter 
group moved to oppose the an- 
nexation by giving voters an op- 
portunity to rescind it by -direct 
vote. Other Greenbelters spoke of 
theiy desire to support a demo- 
Cratic process. 

At the request of Mayor 
Judith Davis, City Clerk David 
Moran then outlined the next re- 
quired steps. He will request an 
exact count and list of registered 
voters from the County Board of 
Elections and check names on 
the petition to ensure that at least 
20 percent of the registered vot- 


ers in Greenbelt have signed the 
petition. The city will then issue 
a proclamation rescinding the an- 
nexation of Parkside and establish 
a timetable for processes leading 
up to a special election. Moran 
said the entire process would 
move as quickly as possible but 
that he did not expect it to be 
completed until after the first of 
the year. 
Police- Lieutenant Promotion 
The long-standing requirement 
of an Associate Degree for the 
position of lieutenant in the 
Greenbelt Police Department 
came up for discussion again af- 
ter an earlier council vote to re- 
move that requirement impacted 
the current candidate selection 
process. In an earlier work ses- 
sion, council had eliminated the 
degree requirement, believing that 
the process would thus be opened 
to a larger group of qualified can- 
didates. However, speakers includ- 
ing Fraternal Order of Police rep- 
resentative John Rogers and nu- 
merous officers at all ranks testi- 
fied that council’s move not only 
affected this position and an on- 
going recruitment process but 
would have a deleterious effect on 
morale throughout the force. 
Opposition to the change was

Opponents’ Petitions 
Win Referendum 


On Monday, November 16, 
Mayor Judith F. Davis signed a 
proclamation suspending Resolu- 
tion 879. This resolution, which 
was approved on September 28, 
1998, authorized the annexation of 
the Parkside neighborhood. The 
current proclamation resulted from 
a petition submitted by Greenbelt 
citizens requesting that the annex- 
ation decision be brought to the 
voters through referendum. 

At the next regular meeting on 
Monday, November 23, council 
will establish the procedure and 
date for holding the referendum. 

In opposing Resolution 879, 
petitioners needed to collect signa- 
tures from 20% of all registered 
voters. According to the Prince 
George’s County Board of Super- 
visors of Elections, the required 
number of signatures was thus 
1,945. City staff have verified that 
at least 2,300 valid signatures well 
in excess of the required number 
were submitted on November 8. 

As mandated by Article 23A, 
Section 19 of the Annotated Code 
of Maryland, the Mayor was re- 
quired to issue the proclamation 
suspending the earlier annexation 
action. 


Status of Greenbelt Schools 
Is Evaluated by City Council

The Greenbelt City Council 
met in worksession with the Ad- 
visory Committee on Education 
(ACE) and representatives of the 
Eleanor Roosevelt Cluster of 
Schools on November 4. Leta 
Mach, ACE chair, and Alla Lake 
represented the committee while 
the cluster of schools was repre- 
- sented by Gerald Boarman, Chief 
Educational Officer, Kristen Feltz, 
Community Outreach Coordina- 
tor, and Sharon Walter, Curricu- 
lum Coordinator. Three major 
topics were discussed: the second 
annual ACE report to the City 
Council; a report on_ the 
' Greenbelt schools; and the issue 
of erecting lights on the playing 
field at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School (ERHS). 

Annual Report 

Mach summarized for the 
Council the many activities un- 
dertaken by ACE during the 
1997-98 school year. These in- 
clude providing recommendations 
to the council on issues such as 
TRIM, the French Immersion 
Program at Greenbelt Middle 
School, the transfer of sixth grade 
students from Springhill Lake El- 
ementary School to Greenbelt 
Middle School and support for 
reopening Berwyn Heights EI- 
ementary School. The committee 
also provides a Greenbelt pres- 
ence at school board meetings. 

ACE continues to recognize 
student achievement and teacher 


excellence through the annual 
ACE awards. For the first time, 
in 1998 ACE offered scholarships 
in conjunction with the ACE 
awards. At the Labor Day Festi- 
val, ACE volunteers distributed 
maps showing the locations of all 
Greenbelt-area public schools. 
Also, ACE recipients marched in 
the Labor Day parade. 

In describing plans for this 
year, Mach indicated that ACE 
will be meeting with all princi- 
pals and vice principals. In addi- 
tion, the committee may again 
meet with other ACE-type groups 
in other parts of the county. 
Based on a Bowie project, ACE 
may try to work up a booklet 
that would discuss what schools 
need and match those needs with 
public and private parties. 

Greenbelt School Study 

Mach described how the study 
was undertaken by combining 
State data with data obtained from 
the ERHS cluster of schools. 
Mach is concerned about hearing 
that people do not want to move 
to Greenbelt because of the 
schools. She summarized some 
of the positive findings such as 
Greenbelt Elementary School be- 
ing named a National Blue Rib- 
bon School and ERHS receiving 
its second national recognition as 
a Blue Ribbon School. ERHS, 
already known for its academic 
excellence, was recently recog- 
nized by the Washington Post as 
one of the most challenging 


schools in the metropolitan area. 

Both Greenbelt Middle and 
Robert Goddard Middle Schools 
exceed the county and state in the 
Maryland Functional Test scores. 
However, even though both of 
these schools exceed the county 
for the Maryland School Perfor- 
mance Assessment tests in most 
areas, they do not meet the stan- 
dards that the state considers sat- 
isfactory. 

The report also contains a 
number of areas of concern, in- 
cluding the large numbers of stu- 
dents at Goddard and Greenbelt 
Middle who receive free or re- 
duced-price lunches and the larger 
than expected numbers of students 
in these two schools who are ab- 
sent more than 20 days in the 
year. Both of these schools have 
had a large turnover in teachers. 
Greenbelt Elementary has seen 
falling scores in its standardized 
tests. Mayor Judith Davis, a 
county school, teacher, commented 
that low teacher salaries and fall- 
ing test scores encourage teachers 
to move to other counties. 
Boarman stated that some analyses 
have shown that the minority chil- 
dren in the ERHS cluster score 
higher than other counties’ minor- 
ity students, but Prince George’s 
county just has many more minor- 
ity. students than the other coun- 
ties. The State, however, does not 
like to look at the test scores by 
race, he commented. Lake com-

We have our fingers crossed.” In 
fact, Sanchez was so pleased that 
he has extended the run of “The 
Wizard of Oz” through Decem- 
ber 3 and scheduled extra show- 
ings over Thanksgiving, one at 5 
p-m. on Thanksgiving Day and 
another at 2:45 p.m. on the fol- 
lowing day.

Theater, which is in the process 
of formation to support and pre- 
serve the historic movie house, is 
hoping to keep the theater afloat. 


Several people have already.

money, said Sarah Schaffer, city 
recreation coordinator and 
spokeswoman for the Save the 
Greenbelt Theater campaign.

Elected officials 
will be invited for the premiere 
on. that Friday, said W. Bowman 
Ferguson, city senior management 
analyst. Ferguson said he, 
Sanchez, and Schaffer will meet 
on Tuesday, November 24, to dis- 
cuss the other details such as pro- 
motional giveaways for 
December’s film festival.

Public Hearing Monday 
On Cable Renewal Pact

The Greenbelt City Council 
will hold a public hearing on the 
Memorandum of Understanding 
(MOU) with Jones Communica- 
tions at the beginning of the No- 
vember 23 city council meeting. 
The public is invited to speak on 
cable issues at this time. City 
Council will decide whether or 
not to approve the MOU during 
the regular meeting. 

After many months of negotia- 
tions, Greenbelt, as part of the 
Prince George’s County Cable 
Coalition, has reached agreement 
on an MOU with Jones Commu- 
nications to provide cable televi- 
sion services. The MOU outlines 
the major negotiating points that 
have been agreed upon and on 
which the franchise renewal docu- 
ments will be based. 

The franchise renewal will be 
for a 15-year term with a mid- 
term review of the franchise to 
assure that the system remains 
state-of-the-art. At the time of 
the review, if the system does not 
meet that criteria, the coalition 
can reopen negotiations. 

In addition to the current 5% 
franchise fee, Jones Communica- 





tions will pay the equivalent of an 
additional 3% that will serve as a 
Capital grant for the use of Public, 
Educational and Governmental ac- 
cess. This will include construc- 
tion of a county-wide Institutional 
Network (I-Net) to be built over 
the first four years. The I-Net 
will provide six strands of dark 
fiber connecting over 170 sites 
throughout the county. This in- 
cludes a large majority of govern- 
méntal buildings and all middle 
schools and high schools in the 
county. The I-Net will provide 
county and municipal govern- 


ments the capability of high speed

Annexation Plagued 
With Misinformation 


We want to thank you for 
the even and thorough analysis 
printed in the Thursday, Octo- 
ber 15 issue of the Greenbelt 
News Review. It truly summa- 
rized the facts and put this 
whole issue in perspective. It 
is unfortunate that it was not 
done earlier, because the 
Parkside Community Annex- 
ation process is still plagued 
with misinformation: 

We have heard statements re- 
lating to the estimated $15,000 
in net tax revenue the City of 
Greenbelt will receive stated as, 
“the present city residents 
would have to pay $15,000 if 
we let those people in.” 

We are now hearing the 
$15,000 is “all the City of 


Greenbelt will receive,” which. 


is wrong — it will receive 
twice that amount. 

It has been implied that our 
31 homes will cause a burden 
on the police department, who 
will be responding to our po- 
tential 31 burglar alarms. We 
have not had any incidents with 
burglar alarms. 

A concern has been raised 
that the Public Works Depart- 
ment will be involved in road- 
work and other site repairs, be- 
cause the Greenbelt building 
standard is greater than the 
county building standard. The 
developer’s engineer’s report 
stated that the development’s 
engineered infrastructure sur- 
passes all normal standards due 








to the topography and other 
challenges of the site. 

As far as any concern that 
our homes will slide down the 
hill, we will not insult your 
readers’ intelligence by making 
a comment about this. 

There was stated a concern 
that Parkside will be out of 
communications range for public 
works trucks. This can be re- 
solved very easily by utilizing 
some of the estimated $15,000 
in net revenue to upgrade the 
existing radio system, which the 
entire city will get the benefit 
of. 

We have been continually 
asked why Parkside does not 
just ask Riverdale to annex it. 
One answer is that we are sur- 
rounded on three sides by the 
city boundaries of Greenbelt. 
Until recently, the Riverdale/ 
Riverdale Park Corporate limits 
were about a mile away. More 
importantly, Riverdale center 
and its services are further from 
Parkside than Greenbelt’s are. 

We see the Riverdale Police 
patrol Good Luck Road, up to 
Parkdale High School. We see 
the Greenbelt Police patrol to 
the intersection of Good Luck 
and Kenilworth and routinely 
drive across Good Luck to the 
intersection of Hanover Parkway 
and Good Luck. Coverage is 
not an issue; the police are al- 
ready in the neighborhood. 

The impact of annexation of 
Parkside is primarily evident in 
the efforts of a few Greenbelt 
residents ,who, to their credit, 
have obtained enough signatures 
on a petition to force the 
council’s vote to a referendum. 
They have decided, for a variety 
of reasons, that Parkside should 
not be a part of the city. The 
salvos exchanged in your paper 
have been the way each side has 
communicated its position. 
These Greenbelters have taken it 
upon themselves to inform oth- 
ers of the issues, sometimes in- 
correctly — this has incited oth- 
ers to take inappropriate actions 
and make inappropriate re- 
sponses (including Parkside resi- 
dents). 

On November 12, the entire 
petition was submitted to the 
city for acceptance. It has been 
determined that enough regis- 
tered voters have signed this pe- 
tition. If these signatures stand 
up to close scrutiny and confir- 
mation, the council will be re- 
quired to suspend their Resolu- 
tion to Annex Parkside and con- 
duct a referendum vote. This 
vote could happen on a cold 
winter day, or a warm rainy 
spring one. It could happen 
next November, or anytime in 
between. 

Now the effort for the oppos- 
ing sides will be to get all those 
residents to go to the polling 
place and cast their vote. Un- 
fortunately, we know who can 
be counted on to show up. The 
handful of naysayers who do not 
want this to happen. We know 
a majority of Greenbelters sup- 
port this annexation. 

Frankly, Parkside residents 
are weary of the effort. We 
welcome your suggestions as to 
how we can help encourage the 
silent majority of Greenbelters 
to vote in support of this annex- 
ation and your elected officials. 
They have expended energy at a 
level which has been met and 
surpassed by a group intent on 
having their way. If we could be

voice, video and data communi- 
cations. Elementary schools 
will be provided with high 
speed cable modems for these 
purposes. 

In the new franchise agree- 
ment, Jones Communications 
also will make cable modem 
service available to subscribers. 
This method to connect to the 
Internet is faster than traditional 
phone line service. 

Jones also agreed to supply 
an additional channel to the 
municipalities; this would allow 
the city to. have its own public 
access channel in addition to 
the municipal channel that is 
currently shared with public ac- 
cess. The city will also see the 
connection of Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center and 
Springhill Lake Elementary 
School as part of the new 
agreement..

mented on a self-fulfilling 
prophecy that when test scores 
are bad, parents of high scoring 
students remove their children, 
making scores go down even 
further. 

Boarman stated that he 
meets monthly with each prin- 
cipal. Referring to Greenbelt 
Elementary, he indicated that 
the teachers are not happy with 
the test scores, there is some 
problem with disruptive stu- 
dents, and teachers are leaving 
because they are unhappy with 
their salaries. He commented 
that there has been some dis- 
cussion about rehiring retired 
teachers, but that would require 
state legislature agreement to 
pay both the retirement pay and 
the full salary. At that, Coun- 
cil member Ed Putens indicated 
that the city is looking into is- 
sues for the next legislative ses- 
sion and would welcome input 
from teachers, schools, and the 
ACE. 

Some Students to Leave 

In response to a council 
question on the effects of 
changes tn busing patterns, 
Boarman indicated that he had 
recently received a report about 
changes at ERHS that concern 
him. About 1000 students will 
leave ERHS, with some shifting 
to DuVal High School. He-in- 
dicated that he was surprised 
and upset to see that the county 
is planning to move one-third 
of the science and tech students 
(300 out of 900) from ERHS to 
a new school, Ardmore. ERHS 
is set up to have 900 science

some will mean the loss of 
some of his top teachers. 
Boarman intends to fight this 
change. He stated that “We put 
too much into Roosevelt” and 
“There’s a perception in the 
county that they don’t want 
Roosevelt to succeed” and that 
the county would be happier if 
Roosevelt were more similar to 
the other county high schools. 
He continued by saying that 
ERHS is one of the few 
schools in the entire country 
that has such a high reputation 
with a majority minority popu- 
lation.

Boarman described how 
ERHS is investigating the erec- 
tion of lights on the playing 
field.

extensive. Candidates for lieu- 

tenant had earlier submitted ap- 
plications and their evaluation 
had begun. Council’s action in 
essence halted this process to 
determine if others would now 
be eligible. 

Mayor Pro Tem Thomas 
White declared himself uncom- 
fortable with that aspect of 
Council’s action. He and oth- 
ers traced the process from the 
beginning when several months 
earlier Police Sgt. Doug 
Sappington, now an acting lieu- 
tenant, had requested the degree 
requirement be dropped in re- 
sponse to a decision by Police 
Chief James Craze and City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
to turn down his request. 
McLaughlin indicated that it 
was usual City procedure to re- 
view a job description only 
when there was some action on 
it rather than to conduct an 
overall review and assessment 
of position descriptions. 
Councilmember Ed Putens said 
that in government it’s not un- 
usual for various events, deci- 
sions, and policy changes to 
impact and sometimes halt or 
postpone personnel actions. In 
general, he thought the policy 
change was a good one and 
that council should support it. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts emphasized that he wanted 
to remain totally out of the in- 
dividual personnel decision. He 
said that “something’s going on 
here” and council should re- 
main strictly out of the person- 
nel process itself. However, he 
, spoke in favor of the policy 
change, stating that he thought 
many good candidates. could ac- 
quire their skills through expe- 
rience and various types of 
training and that a degree, in 
and of itself, was not a decid- 
ing factor in determining the 
best candidate. 

He insisted that the police 
chief and city manager, who 
must actually make the hiring 
decision, should have the re- 
sponsibility of selecting the best 
candidate. He believed the 
change approved by council just 
enlarged the possible number of 
candidates for their consider- 
ation. Mayor Davis stated 
somewhat wistfully, “We actu- 
ally thought we were helping,” 
by changing this policy. 

Witnesses saw it differently. 
Rogers, speaking on behalf of 
the FOP, urged council to pass 
whatever policy change it 
deemed appropriate but to have 
it go into effect after this indi- 
vidual personnel action had 
been completed. He said that 
the timing of the decision to 
eliminate the degree require- 
ment was wrong. 

Other witnesses upheld the 
degree requirement, including 
Chief Craze, who had been the 
force behind this requirement 
back in the 1980s because he 
felt then +— and still did now 
— that a degree added to the 
professional quality of officers. 
Other police officers felt the 
same. They said that require- 
ments were in place at each 
level of advancement and that 
“all requirements needed to be 
upheld. In fact the demotion of 
former Lieutenant John Lann, 
who did not have a degree, ac- 
tually precipitated this particu- 
lar situation. 

Several witnesses also 
pointed out that counc'l had al- 
ready been lenieri by ¢ tending 


the time for officers to get an 
associate degree. Sgt. Gregory 
Lynn said that it was definitely 
possible to get a degree if an 
officer gives it top priority. He 
said that he is a single father, 
does shift work and had ob- 
tained his degree. 

Eventually council decided 
to rescind its earlier policy 
change and to keep the degree 
requirement for police lieuten- 
ant, at least through the dura- 
tion of the ongoing personnel 
action. Mayor Davis indicated 
that this issue could be taken 
up again later. Council had in- 
dicated an interest in reviewing 
other job descriptions to deter- 
mine where experience and 
training can substitute for edu- 
cation. 

Record Crowd for “Wizard” 

Sarah Schaffer, recreation 
coordinator, and W. Bowman 
Ferguson, senior management 
analyst, gave a positive report 
on the results of one of the 
first efforts in the campaign to 
save the Old Greenbelt Theater. 
Over 1,200 patrons — six and 
a half times the normal audi- 
ence — attended a special 
showing of the “Wizard of Oz” 
on the weekend of November 6 
- 8. Schaffer outlined upcom- 
ing plans, including perfor- 
mances of the “King and I,” 
“Sound of Music,” and possibly 
a Hitchcock film festival. The 
latter got an especially affirma- 
tive response from council and 
those in the audience. 
Ferguson thanked both the 
News Review ~ and __ the 
Greenbelt Gazette for publiciz- 
ing the film, which drew at- 
tendees from throughout the 
metro area. 

Oil Filter Program 

Councfl approved a one-year 
pilot project to recycle used oil 
filters. Deeming it a popular, 
easy step, council commended 
the Recycling Advisory. Com- 
mittee and the Public Works 
Department for coming up with 
another novel way to keep 
Greenbelt in the lead in recy- 
cling initiatives. Under the 
program, a contractor will 
bring in a 55-gallon drum and 
take it away when filled. The 
City is billed on the basis of 
the number of filters recycled. 
The City will apply for a grant 
for the one-year pilot and then 
the’ program would operate at 
the cost of about $1,000 a 
year. 

Education Presentation 

Carol Vitale, executive direc- 
tor of the new Prince George’s 
Educational Foundation, gave a 
brief presentation on the foun- 
dation and its programs. The 
foundation was created by the 
Prince George’s County Board 
of Education to fund additional 
programs for area schools and 
students. She described a num- 
ber of approaches for the foun- 
dation to raise money: a benefit 
kick-off, a new license plate, 
with extra monies going to the 
foundation, and a credit card 
where the foundation receives a 
portion of the income. Several 
towns have already opted to 
use the credit card for official 
purchases; staff will check to 
see if Greenbelt can do so. 

By April, the foundation 
will be ready to fund grants to 
schools for special projects. In 


answer to a question from- 


councilmember Alan Turnbull 
as to whether music and the 
arts will be eligible for grants, 
Vitale responded that definitely 
the arts will be included. She 
added that anything promoting 
education will be eligible for

Other Business 

Council approved a second 
study to continue research on 
the best and most cost effective 
retirement plan for city employ- 
ees. A first and earlier study 
had examined the city’s partici- 
pation in the Maryland State 
Retirement Agency. The new 
study will continue that research 
by determining what’s possible 
in today’s market and if city 
employees could receive a 
higher benefit without increasing

New Funds Will 
Reduce Class Size 


U.S. Senators Barbara A. 
Mikulski (D-MD) and Paul S. 
Sarbanes (D-MD) today an- 
nounced that the omnibus ap- 
propriations bill includes $17.5 
million to reduce class size in 
Maryland. The initiative is 
aimed at reducing class size in 
grades 1-3 by recruiting, train- 
ing, and hiring new teachers. 
Research shows that smaller class 
size, particularly in the early 
grades, improves student achieve- 
ment. The funding will go 
directly to local Maryland school 
jurisdictions.

headlamps and tail lamps.The lighting circuits are energized 
sooner with the time change. And, the lighting circuits are one 
of those forgotten items that no one seems to check until 
someone tells you that you have a lamp out, or maybe a police 
officer writes you a safety repair order.

Students qualify for Distin- 
guished Scholar grants on the 
basis of academic achievement 
or artistic talent. National 
Merit and National achievement 
semifinalists are automatically 
eligible for the scholarship.

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Joe Griffith Is on the Run

For Greenbelt resident Joe 
Griffith, running in the 
Disney World Marathon on 
January 10 in Orlando, 
Florida will be a “personal 
thing.” He will be running 
the race as a member of the 
Leukemia Society’s “Team in 
Training” to raise funds for 
the Leukemia Society of 
America and in honor of two 
family members who died of 
the disease. His aunt, Cathy 
Ulitchney, died of leukemia in 
1965 at age 27. His brother 
Bill died in 1991 at age 37 
from Hodgkin’s disease. The 
Leukemia Society is a na- 
tional voluntary health agency 
dedicated to curing leukemia, 
multiple myeloma, Hodgkin’s 
disease and the lymphomas, 
and to improving the quality 
of life for patients and their 
families. The funds raised 
will be used to support the 
society’s programs including 
research, patient aid, and edu- 
cation. 

Griffith, a 46-year-old cap- 
tain in the District of Colum- 
bia palice force, grew up in 
Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania 
and moved to the. metropoli- 
tan area in 1970. He came to 
Greenbelt in 1979 and cur- 
rently lives in Windsor Green 
with his. wife and two daugh- 
ters. He serves on the city’s 
Employee Relations Board 
and referees high school foot- 
ball. 

Griffith began running in 
1995 to get in shape in 
preparation for attending the 
Federal Bureau of 
Investigation’s National Acad- 
emy. After graduation from 
the academy, he kept on run- 
ning to stay in shape and 
joined the Prince George's 
Running Club. When he saw 
the ad for the Leukemia Soci- 
ety marathon and training 
program in a running maga- 
zine, “It just clicked.” Here 
was something where he 
could both raise funds for a 
worthy cause and meet.a per- 
sonal goal of running a mara- 
thon. And, given his family 
history, “This is a cause I 
could really relate to.” 

Griffith says that the Leu- 
kemia Society’s Team in 
Training is the largest mara- 
thon training program in the 
country. Participants are pro- 
vided with coaches, and a 
training program and sched- 
ule. He began training in 
early September and will con- 
tinue through December. He 
is training with over 100 
other team members from the 
Metropolitan area. The train- 
ing includes running in a se- 
ries of increasingly longer 
races to prepare for the 26.2 
mile marathon. On Sunday, 
November |, at the midpoint 
of his training program, he 
ran an 18 mile run through 
the Beltsville Agricultural Re- 
search Center. 

Griffith has set a personal 
fundraising goal of $3,100. He 
is seeking contributions from 
local citizens and businesses. 
In addition, the St. Hugh’s 
Council of the Knights of Co- 
lumbus is planning a spaghetti 
dinner later this year to help 


out. All funds are handled by 


First Union Bank. Griffith gets 
weekly reports of his progress 
toward his goal. Anyone wish-

(SHA), was also present. 

Currently two National Guard 
units (one infantry and one artil- 
lery) occupy the armory. These 
units include approximately 200 
soldiers, four or five of whom are 


- assigned full-time. Atkins said the

SHA 
would resurface and line paint 
the lot for this purpose. The 
initial agreement would be for 
five years. 

SHA would be responsible 
for general maintenance and 
snow removal. Although there 
are no present plans for a bus 
stop at the lot, the possibility 
could be explored, Azizi said. 

Honor Guards 

Council then brought up the 
question of the status of the 
prefabricated building on the 
lot formerly used as a BWI 
shuttle terminal. Martin -said 
the building will be repaired 
and used temporarily as an of- 
fice for the team supporting the 
Maryland National Guard Mili- 
tary Honors Detail. If the U.S. 
Armed Forces active compo- 
nents or veterans organizations 
cahnot provide military honors 
for deceased military veterans, 
the Guard will do so. The 
State of Maryland has appropri- 
ated approximately $300,000 
for this purpose, which has 
been made necessary because 
of the reduced availability of 
active duty honor guards fol- 
lowing budget cuts. 

Landscaping 

The armory is the first thing 
people see as they enter old 
Greenbelt. The armory repre- 
sentatives inquired if the city 
would want to do anything to 
enhance the entrance in front of 
the armory and along the street 
by the parking lot. Council 
agreed that city horticulturist 
Bill Phelan should be invited to 
look into possibilities. 

Councilman Alan Turnbull 
inquired if the city could con- 
tribute, by way of machinery 
and operators, to the construc- 
tion of tree wells in the pro- 
posed Park and Ride lot. De- 
tails of development plans, it 
was agreed, will have to be 
worked out between SHA, the

Council was interested in the 
fact that several armories 
around the state, including one 
in Laurel, have telecommuting 
facilities. Telecommuting al- 
lows an employee to work at a 
location other than his or her 
office, at least part of the time, 
thus reducing traffic and wasted 
time spent in commuting. 

The National Guard has also 
expressed interest but fears the 
armory does not have enough 
space available, as it is already 
being overcrowded. The BWI 
shuttle building, on the other 
hand, is probably too small for 
such a purpose.
